Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant suggested a number of possible changes to the claims 
specifically with regard the the rejections set forth under 35 USC §112, second paragraph. As regards the term "direct 
moving guide" applicant commented concerning the applicant serving as his/her own lexicographer, and the examiner 
suggested that applicant may desire, in that case, to identify a specific portion of the specification which serves as the 
basis for describing the nature of the guide itself, and applicant would be welcome to introduce furfiler clarifying 
language in the claim itself; as regards the term "constant-velocity joint-like coupling" (claim 6) the examiner noted that 
the use of "-like" renders the claim indefinite in that it is not clear what un-recited attributes of a constant velocity joint 
are intended to be included in the recitation (and similarly what attributes are not intended to be included in the 
recitation). As regards this latter recitation, applicant suggested that an amendment may be made to the description of 
the joint to recite that it can turn in a steering direction .
